The Uame He Thluks Outglde Pack- 


ers Will Play—Aid for 


the Needy. 


EDITOH RKITBLICAN.—The communi- 


cation upon tbe raisin question from A. 
1'. Jordoa and Dr. Eehlemaa in your is- 
sue this morning aro very timely and 
sensibly and logically go to the very 
point of tho subject matter—the sustain- 
ing of tho growers and packers' com- 
pact. 


But right here comes thin question to 


;bo front. What at this critical psriod 
of our movement shall be douo to hold 
all the growers together aud sustain 
prices? 


No doubt' every grower who signed 


.bo agreement is anxious and deter- 
mined that the growers and packers 
compact should become and remain a : 
perfect success, for Ihey are all intelli- 
gent enough to know that there IB at the 
ireeent time no other machinery or 
Beans by which g^od prices can be retil- 
Ked and sualained for their raisins, and 
none oi them are willing lo live lost 
yoar'e experience over again this season, 
and thoy know that those packing con- 
corn a which have not joined the combine 
are fishing for a chance to destroy the 
combine and break the market, and 
then be snub led to buy raisins, like last 
year, at any price—say two or three cents 
a pound. 


Those packers utart ia with five 


cents—to tempt growers away from their 
own friends—and thay will wind up 
with two cents, and tell the growers, 
when they bring these packers the sec- 
ond crop: "We can't use this, but wo 


11 ship it on commission and try to 


tell it for you." 


Knowing all this and much more, still 


there is great danger thai a number of 
growers will bo forced by lack of means 
not to hold out against tho temptations 
on the part of theeo packers outeitle the 
compact. 


Such growers should he, ns speedily as 


possible, assisted to obtain tho needed 
funds to tide over their moat pressing 
needs. 
The esociiHve committee of 


growers nud packers should immediately 
take action in this mutter and provide 
fuuda for such needy growers (now BO 
sorely tempted by their enemies—tho 
packers outsldo tho combination) and 
thereby ouablo tntmi to gut aloun with- 
out beintf, againnt their own inclination, 
compelled to place thuir own raisins in 
tho hands of their enemies, to be used 
by them as weapons and means .if de- 
struction to the growers' best interest 
and future happiness while pursuing the 
business of growing raisins. 


Again, permit mo to suggest: Provide 
fiine for needy growers to enable thoi 
remain elcudfaat iu the nenociaUoi 


and true to the principles of the growers' 
tnd packers'compact, lo which we all 
havo given our signatures and pledged 
our pucrod honor.
